JUST FOR 
A NUDGE 


A TEENAGER has been 
jailed for eight years after a 
ferocious knife attack on two 
fellow guests at an 18 th birth¬ 
day party in a West Bromwich 
pub, after he was accidently 
nudged. 

Shaquille Ologitere, from Walsall, took 
a terrible disproportionate revenge when 
one another party-goer bumped into him 
during the party, a judge heard. 

The 18-year-old was “offended” by the inci¬ 
dent, asked a friend for a knife and then 
plunged it six times into fellow teenager 
Connor Rankine-Clift, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Ologitere stabbed the 17-year-old in the 
stomach before slashing five more times with 


the blade tearing into the victim’s chest and 
back, said prosecutor Mr Mark Rees. Then 
when Roy Bonnick, also 17, stepped in to shield 
his friend, he too was knifed in the stomach. 

Sending him to a youth offenders’ institu¬ 
tion, Judge Jonathan Gosling told Ologitere 
that he was “a dangerous offender who showed 
a disregard for life.” 

Violence flared as the youths were leaving 
the party at the Robins Nest pub in Great 
Bridge Street on December 5 last year. 

Convictions 

The attacker “muttered something” as Mr 
Rankine-Clift walked past him, said Mr Rees. 
Somebody passed Ologitere a black bandana 
holding the knife. 

Mr Bonnick tried to break up the trouble, the 
court was told, but was stabbed by Ologitere. 

Mr Rankine-Clift needed four days of hospi¬ 
tal treatment and Mr Bonnick was detained 
overnight. 


Ologitere, of Hough Road, Pleck, had a string 
of previous convictions for offences of violence, 
including assault, possession of an offensive 
weapon and using threatening words and 
behaviour. 

Mr Sandeev Sharma, defending, said Olog¬ 
itere had been invited to the birthday party 
and had not gone with the intention of causing 
trouble but had been drinking heavily. 

Ologitere admitted two charges of wounding 
with intent to cause grievous bodily harm and 
was ordered to be detained in a young offend¬ 
ers’ institution. 

Judge Gosling told him: “The person you 
attacked had done no more than bump acciden¬ 
tally into you. 

“You carried out this ferocious attack. Any 
one of those deliberately inflicted stab wounds 
could have caused fatal injury. 

‘You are a dangerous offender who showed a 
disregard for life.”

Trip to visit relatives in India 
ends in train track tragedy 


A MOTHER from Sandwell died in India 
when the car she was a passenger in was hit by 
a train, an inquest heard. 

Kulvinder Kaur, a care worker, aged 38, from West 
Bromwich, was killed in Jalandhar, northern India, 
when the car was struck. She was on a four-week 
holiday to visit family in the country. 

Her husband, Gurdial Singh Gill, 38, and their 
son, Aran, six, were also in the car. Mr Gill was seri¬ 
ously ill in a coma for 48 hours after the accident 
while All Saints Primary School pupil, Aran, who 
was sitting in the middle of the back seat, escaped 
uninjured. 

Former Allied Bakeries factory worker Mr Gill, of 
Vowles Road, said: “Aran is always asking about her. 
She was a lovely person with a good sense of humour, 
and she was very devoted to our family. We knew 
each other for 17 years and were married for six.” 

The car had got stuck on a stretch of rail track that 


was not part of a level crossing. Within 10 seconds of 
the car getting stuck, the train hit it. 

The tragedy happened in October 2009. Mrs Kaur 
initially survived the horrific accident but medics 
had to amputate one of her legs. 

She died two days later, Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain heard. 

Verdict 

Mrs Kaur was in the passenger seat. The driver, a 
distant relative, survived the crash. 

Mr Balmain recorded a verdict that Mrs Kaur died 
as a result of a collision between a car and a train. 

He told the court, sitting at Crocketts Lane 
Coroner’s Court in Smethwick that he had tried to 
get more information about the crash from the 
Indian authorities but this had proved difficult. 

Mr Gill had to have metal plates inserted in his 
arm following the crash.

Puppies snatched from mother 


DOGS worth £10,000 were stolen 
from a Sandwell home in the latest 
case of dognapping in the Black 
Country. 

The nine Dogue De Bordeaux puppies and 
their mother were taken from an unlocked shed 
in a back garden in Tipton. 

The thieves, who had to break two padlocks on 
a back gate to get into the garden, also stole a dog 
lead that had been left on the fence. 

Dognappings have doubled in the past year, 
with thieves targeting people selling litters over 
the internet. 

Donna Smallman, aged 16, was in her St 
Mark’s Road home on her own at the time of the 
theft, at about 9.30pm on Monday, September 5, 
and believes she may have seen the culprit. 

She said: “I had just come back to the house 
after meeting when I saw this man through the 
window go round to our back gate. I saw him 
running away from the house. He went towards 
a car but I couldn’t see if he got in. I could not see 
anything in his hands. 

“I opened the front door and the car had gone. 
I didn’t want to go outside because I was too 
scared,” she added. 

Donna’s parents Maria and John Smallman, 
both 53, were out shopping at the time of theft. 
They bought the puppies’ mother, called Tia,

about eight months ago and she gave birth last 
month. Mr and Mrs Smallman had not adver¬ 
tised the sale of the puppies on the internet. 

Although Tia cost them £200, Mr and Mrs 
Smallman said all the dogs were each worth 
about £1,000. 

“I just could not believe someone could do 
something like this,” said Mrs Smallman. “ They 
have taken the mother knowing the puppies are 
still feeding off her.” 

Charity Animal Search UK has said reports of 
dog thefts across the country have jumped from 
around 30 a day to between 60 and 100 a day.

He has now 
been reunited with Mr Mills, his wife 
Debbie and their children Sian, 18, and 
Josh, 16, at their home in Manor Lane. 

Since returning he has been back playing 
with his best friend Pippa, the family’s 
other white three-year-old Bichon Frise. 

Wagging 

Sian, who is about to start a child nursing 
course at Leicester’s De Montfort Univer¬ 
sity, said: “We didn’t think we would ever 
see him again but we were so happy when 
he came back. He is still quite afraid of men 
but he is getting better.” 

The family believe Toby may have been

dognappings soar 


DOGNAPPINGS have more than doubled in the last 12 months, with 
opportunist thieves even targeting people selling litters over the inter¬ 
net who give their name and address, says a former Stourbridge police¬ 
man. 

Tom Watkins, who runs charity Animal Search UK, says daily reports of dog thefts, 
with animals presumed stolen, have jumped from around 30 a day to between 60-100 
every day in the last year across the country. 

Mr Watkins, who quit his job as Pc in Stourbridge and Halesowen to start his pet detec¬ 
tive business, says dog owners need to be on their guard. 

Jane Hayes, founder of Doglost, meanwhile says the Black Country and Birmingham 
has seen massive increases. She says Doglost now receives up to 200 calls a week about 
stolen dogs compared to 80 a week years ago. Mrs Hayes adds: “There has definitely been 
in increase in dog thefts around Sandwell, Wolverhampton, Walsall and Dudley. 

“We’ve even seen thieves taking 
whole litters from people advertising 
their sale on the internet and giving 
their name.” 

The revelation comes after the 
owners of a puppy stolen by two men 
on a motorbike were reunited with 
their beloved pet - after he was sold 
on to a couple in Wolverhampton. 

Pauline and Ian Parsons, from 
Brierley Hill, welcomed 16-week-old 
Cavalier King Charles spaniel Alfie 
back home after he was snatched by 
the opportunist thieves from Kelvin 
Way Trading Estate where Mr and 
Mrs Parsons work, in West 
Bromwich. 

A couple from Coseley got in touch 
with Mr and Mrs Parsons after spot¬ 
ting Alfie in the newspaper. They said they 
had bought the dog from a man in Wolver¬ 
hampton for £150.

Thieves 
won’t hesitate to jump into a garden and grab 
a dog or break a window if they see a nice dog 
in a car.” 

Chris Williams, of Bourne Vale in Aldridge, 
said his Boxer Lilly disappeared at Wood¬ 
lands Adventure where he is manager. 

Devastated 

Mr Williams, who also has a four-year-old 
springer spaniel Ellie and two-year-old 
French Bulldog Belle, says: “It is shocking 
dognapping is on the increase. I was devas¬ 
tated when Lilly went missing. Dogs are 
expensive to keep and to buy and at the end of 
the day your dog is your friend. I had had Lilly 
for three years before she went missing and 
it’s not a nice feeling.” 


Dogbreeders Will and Sue Clulee returned 
to Poolgreen Gundogs at Farlow, near 
Cleobury Mortimer, Shropshire to find nine 
eight-week old English springer spaniel 
puppies had been stolen from their kennels. 

Thieves left only one pup from two litters 
after they forced a lock on a kennel block. The 
remaining puppy was running around on the 
driveway - and has since been named Lucky. 

Measures to tackle dognapping include 
microchipping, tattoos in ’ ears, and owners 
taking photos in case the worst should 
happen.

Members of the 5 
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Woman 
in threat 
to attack 
nurses 

A WOMAN who smashed 
windows and then told police she 
was going to attack Sandwell 
Hospital nurses has been jailed 
for 12 weeks. 

Leanne Botfield phoned police from 
a kiosk in Sheepwash Lane, Tipton, 
making threats, Maxine Jarrousse- 
Jones, prosecuting, told Sandwell 
Magistrates’ Court in Warley. 

Mrs Jarrousse-Jones said: “During 
the call she told the police: ‘I am drunk 
and very, very angry and I am going to 
smash some windows’.” 

She did then smash windows in 
Sheepwash Lane, causing £80 worth 
of damage. 

The court heard that Botfield, aged 
27, who is subject to an Anti-Social 
Behaviour Order, phoned 999. Mrs 
Jarrousse-Jones said: “She told the 
police ‘I have a metal bar and I am 
going on a rampage’.” 

Gas 

Botfield told them she was going to 
Sandwell Hospital to attack nurses. 

When police attended they strug¬ 
gled to calm Botfield, of Howard 
Street, Tipton, and had to use CS gas. 

When interviewed Botfield, who 
pleaded guilty to possessing an offen¬ 
sive weapon and criminal damage, 
told officers she could not remember 
what had happened. 

She did not breach her Asbo because 
she was not in West Bromwich when 
these offences occurred. 

Andrew Chowdhury, defending, 
said Botfield had a problem with 
alcohol.

Police pick up £12 million bill for riots 


RIOTS in West Bromwich, Birmingham and 
Wolverhampton cost cash-strapped police up to £12 
million, the region’s top officer has revealed. 

West Midlands Chief Constable Chris Sims out¬ 
lined the impact of the riots that shook the region 
last month. 

He told the West Midlands Police Authority that 


the disorder had sparked the biggest single inves¬ 
tigation by the force since the IRA bombings in 
Birmingham in 1974. 

The average age of the rioters was 23, with a 
third of those arrested being under 17. 

Mr Sims revealed £8m had to be paid to officers 
and staff who worked 12-hour shifts instead of the 


usual eight as they tried to contain rioters on the 
streets and carried out round-the-clock investiga¬ 
tions in the weeks that followed. 

The force will also have to pay a further £600,000 
to reimburse forces from North Yorkshire, Cleve¬ 
land, Norfolk, Suffolk and Scotland who sent offi¬ 
cers to help. 


Energy plant to 
create 40 jobs

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
energy plant capable of gener¬ 
ating power for more than 
30,000 homes is set to be built 
in Wednesbury creating up to 
40 new jobs. 

Proposals have been outlined in 
a report to Sandwell Council for 
the new site which would be 
known as the Opus Energy Gen¬ 
eration facility. It would be 
located on the Opus 9 develop¬ 
ment on land next to junction 9 of 
the M6. 

If the plans go ahead, the 250,000 sq 
ft site would be based on land formerly 
occupied by Bescot Drop Forgings, 
Jafco Tools and the former Spear and 
Jackson factory. 

A preliminary report, known as a 
‘scoping report’ has been submitted to 


Sandwell Council. A full application 
is set to be submitted at a later date. 

Cyclamax Holdings Limited wants 
to build the facility that can convert 
turn 120,000 tons of waste into elec¬ 
tricity. 

The report says the development 
would seek to generate enough elec¬ 
tricity sufficient to power more than 
30,000 homes in Wednesbury and 
wider Sandwell area. 

Engineering 

It states the site will create between 
30 and 40 jobs in management, tech¬ 
nical, engineering, administration 
and operations roles and “provide 
inward capital investment upwards of 
£50 million in the West Midlands”. 

If approved it will be accessed by a 
new road which runs from Axletree 
Way close to its junction with Wood 
Green Road. 


Tributes to motorcyclist 
killed in bridge accident 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a motorcy¬ 
clist who died after being pulled out of a 
canal following an accident at a bridge in 
Wednesbury. 

It is thought the 24-year-old, who has been 
named locally as William Walker, died after he hit 
a low canal bridge after losing control of his bike. 

Floral tributes were left at the scene. 

A tribute group on social networking website 
Facebook has also been set up. Called RIP Will 
Walker, it has been joined by more than 130 people 
who have left messages of condolence and posted 
pictures. 

Mr Walker was found at 6.20pm on Monday of 
last week by a man walking his dog. Police pulled 
him from the water and medics found a weak 
pulse. He was airlifted to Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal in Birmingham but died at the hospital. 

A Yamaha motorbike and a crash helmet were 
recovered from the water. Poice spokesman Lee 
Page said the man was believed to have fallen into the canal at Jones’s Bridge, 
off Holloway Bank, while riding a motocross-style bike along the towpath.

The new pub, which has not yet 
been named, will transform nearly 
two acres worth of vacant land and 
will be flanked by a garden and play 
area with a terraced area. It will have 
a car park with 56 spaces including 
two for the disabled as well as a cycle 
stand. 

Gates 

Ward councillor Elaine Costigan 
said: “We’re really chuffed about 
Marston’s coming to Wednesbury. 
Police had their concerns about extra 
traffic coming into the area but those 
drivers visiting the pub will boost 
trade on Gallagher Retail Park and 
more and more people will be coming 
in off the M6 into Wednesbury. It’s a 
big boost for Black Country business.” 

Cllr Mrs Costigan has also called 
for Marston’s to incorporate the gates 
of the former FH Lloyd & Co Ltd into 
its pub design. 


Motorist did 
not know she 
had hit OAP 

A NURSE who made a tragic 
mistake while turning her car, 
killing an elderly man, has been 
given a court order 
Margaret Bambrick, aged 51, did 
not realise she had hit 88-year-old 
Ronald Palmer moments after clear¬ 
ing her windscreen of frost on a cold 
morning in February, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Palmer walked with a stick and 
may have slipped before being run 
over while on his way to buy a news¬ 
paper, said Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting. 

Another motorist later described 
Bambrick appearing “confused” as to 
why her car was not going forward. 
The vehicle pulled back slightly and 
then went over the body which 
became stuck under the car, the court 
was told. 

Bambrick, of Appleton Avenue, 
Great Barr, screamed with horror 
when she realised what had hap¬ 
pened as her Renault Clio travelled at 
a snail’s pace near her home on Feb¬ 
ruary 16. 

Bambrick admitted causing death 
by careless driving and was given a 
12-month community order under 
supervision.

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Pavilion to be unveiled 


A FAMILY fun day will be held 
at a West Bromwich park on Sep¬ 
tember 25 to launch a new 
£900,000 community pavilion. 

The structure at Dartmouth 
Park will be officially unveiled on 
the day. 

The first sod was cut at the site 
in February with work going on to 
create the landmark wooden 
feature since then. It replaces a 
building destroyed in an arson 
attack in 1983. 

Refreshment rooms and a pavil¬ 


ion were first created at the park 
in 1887. They closed in 1976, with 
arsonists striking seven years 
later. Following the blaze, the 
ruined building was demolished. 

The work is part of a £6.3 
million project at the park funded 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund, Big 
Lottery and Sandwell Council. 

The new building will include 
an events room, exhibition space, 
staff offices and public toilets. It 
will also include a woodland walk 
around the building. It has been 


designed by architects Bryant 
Priest Newman and is being built 
by Rowley Regis-based contrac¬ 
tors J. Harper & Sons Ltd. 

The first phase saw a £60,000 
replica of the 1883 drinking foun¬ 
tain park installed. Once the 
pavilion has been built, phase 
three will see the southern area of 
the park improved, including the 
lakes. 

The event will be opened at 
12.30pm by the mayor Councillor 
Joyce Underhill. 


Scheme revamp 


DEVELOPERS are going 
back to the drawing board 
regarding a West Bromwich 
pub after the original plans 
were rejected. 

Raj Parekh had plans to revi¬ 
talise The Queens Head in Stoney 
Lane, by turning it into a new 
restaurant, bar, chip shop and 
meeting rooms. 

But this was rejected as plan¬ 
ners were concerned about lack of 
parking space and a possible traffic 
hazard. 


The £150,000 proposals were to 
turn the former pub into two busi¬ 
nesses - a fish and chip shop at the 
back and a restaurant and meeting 
room at the front, which would also 
have had a new 549 sq foot 
entrance. Residents objected over 
concerns that the numbers of 
covers in the restaurant could 
increase. 

Mr Parekh said he would resub¬ 
mit revised plans for consideration 
by Sandwell Council, which would 
cost “thousands of pounds” more.

Charity plans to 
open pet hospital

PET charity PDSA is set to 
build a £2 million animal hos¬ 
pital in Sandwell, bringing 35 
jobs to the borough. 

Preparations are being made for 
Sandwell Council to sell off a patch of 
land on the Wolverhampton Road in 
Oldbury to the national charity. 

The company will then move its 
current base in Quinton to the new 
site at Swallowfield Court in 
Oldbury. 

The hospital employs full and part 
time veterinary and general staff. 

Demand 

It intends to move from its Hagley 
Road West base as it is struggling to 
cope with the increased level of 
demand it has seen since 2006. 

It is not known if any new jobs will 
be created. 

The land had originally been ear¬ 
marked for development by Stoford 
Developments Ltd. However, due to 
the economic downturn, no develop¬ 
ment of this piece of land has taken 
place and now the council wants to 
sell it off. 


A private report, which has been 
considered by Sandwell’s regenera¬ 
tion boss Councillor Ian Jones, states 
that Stoford had held detailed dis¬ 
cussions with the PDSA regarding 
the relocation of their local Pet Aid 
Hospital in Quinton. A site at Swal¬ 
lowfield Court, using part council- 
owned land, had been identified as 
being the preferred location for the 
PDSA hospital. 

On that basis, Cllr Jones has now 
given approval for the freehold inter¬ 
est of the land to be sold to the PDSA 
to enable the development of the new 
pet hospital. 

He added: “It is a new development 
and it means that the PDSA can 
operate at a greater level than what 
they have done before and the 
council’s facilitation of those parcels 
of land has meant that investment 
has come into Sandwell.” 

A PDSA spokesman stated: “ The 
charity is planning to replace the 
current site with a larger, purpose- 
built state-of-the-art pet hospital, 
and a fundraising campaign has 
been launched to raise the estimated 
£2 million this new facility will cost.” 


A CAMPAIGN to close a bail hostel in 
Langley has been revived by neighbouring res¬ 
idents. 

Sycamore Lodge, which houses offenders leaving 
custody, is just 300 yards from Langley Primary 
School. 

The Clay Lane building was transformed from a 
pub 17 years ago, and since then residents have been 
trying to get it shut down. 

Nearby homeowners have made fresh calls to 
Councillor Les Pawlowski, who has led past cam¬ 
paigns, to press for its closure. 

Panic 

Mother-of-one Jodie Archer, licensee at Langley’s 
Crosswells Inn, said offenders in the area caused a 
feeling of panic. She said: “There is always a general 
panic in the area. We want to get Sycamore Lodge 
closed and if we can’t get it closed, at least we want 
to make sure we can’t have high-level offenders 
there.” 

Sycamore Lodge hit the headlines in 2006 when it 
was left off of a list drawn up by the Home Office of 


so-called “approved premises” to be closed down 
because they were too near schools. It was instead 
allowed to stay open and has housed sex offenders. 

At the time, a petition to close the hostel attracted 
10,000 signatures. 

Cllr Pawlowski said: “This has caused problems 
for years. There’s children nearby and residents and 
a school within a short walk. Some of the residents 
have approached me and said they want to try and 
get it closed again.” 

The Ministry of Justice, which runs Sycamore 
Lodge, said the facility helped protect communities. 

Spokeswoman Catherine Macdonald said: 
“Approved premises help to protect communities by 
providing a controlled and closely supervised envi¬ 
ronment for offenders leaving custody. 

“Trained staff work with local police to ensure any 
behaviour of concern is immediately dealt with - 
this can include recalls to custody. Offenders must 
follow a structured regime, which includes an 
overnight curfew. Premises are staffed 24 hours a 
day and residents’ movements around the approved 
premises can be monitored via CCTV.”

A WOLVES supporting pub landlord has been getting stick 
from his punters after becoming the owner of a highly sought- 
after West Bromwich Albion-themed number plate. 

Father-of-four Manj Singh, who runs the The Gunners Club in 
Bloxwich, bought the BA6IEES plate online for the price of £1,500 - 
despite supporting rivals Wolves for 25 years. 

The number plate is taking pride of place on a wall at his pub in Old 
Lane but Mr Singh is still inviting offers from jealous Albion supporters. 

“I get plenty of Baggies fans at the pub so buying it was a bit of a wind¬ 
up,” he said. “They’ve been asking me why I’ve got it and I’ve told them 
‘It’s one less Baggies plate on the road’. Fve got a Renault van in the 
Wolves colours and I’ve joked that Pm going to put the plate on that. But 
the truth is I plan to hold on to it and sell it when it’s worth a bit more. 

“If anyone makes me a big enough offer, I might be tempted to part 
with it,” added 44-year-old Mr Singh 

The BA6IEES plate was put on eBay by a fan who bought it from the 
Driver and Vehicle Licensing Agency for a three-figure sum. It was ini¬ 
tially offered to the football club but ended up on the website after bosses 
at The Hawthorns turned it down. The plate was sold for considerably 
less than expected. 


More fined 
for allowing 
dog mess 

SANDWELL Council wardens have chalked up a 
massive increase in dog mess fines. 

They have issued more than eight times as many fines 
over the past five months as in the same period last year in 
each of the borough’s six towns. 

Since April 1 this year, they have fined 66 people, up from 
eight in the same period last year. 

All wardens issue fines for dog fouling but the council has 
recently given one warden the specific task of targeting 
early morning walkers who don’t clean up after their dog. 

West Bromwich has seen the most fines over the past five 
months, with 21 issued. Thirteen were handed out in 
Tipton, 11 in Oldbury, eight in Smethwick, seven in 
Wednesbury and six in Rowley Regis. 

Wardens issue a £75 fine, which is reduced to £50 if paid 
within 10 days. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, said: “Dog fouling is a 
big concern for Sandwell residents, who keep asking us to 
do more about it. 

Health 

“Wardens have stepped up their action and I welcome 
this dramatic increase in fines. People need to know that 
we can and do fine people for not cleaning up dog mess." 

Cllr Rowley added: “I want to stress that the vast major¬ 
ity of dog owners are responsible. But sadly a small number 
are not, and they are putting people’s health at risk, partic¬ 
ularly children who play in parks and on grass.”

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Diaries - Ashley Blake 


Disgraced TV 
presenter pens 
prison diaries 

EX-TV presenter Ashley Blake, 
who was jailed for attacking a 
teenager with a wooden pole, has 
penned his prison diaries. 

The 41-year-old former Midlands 
Today newsreader has released a book 
called Ashley Blake: Shining Bright 
Lights In Dark Places. In the form of a 
daily prison diary, it explores his fall 
from grace. 

Blake said: “As a journalist, I was 
compelled to write about my ordeal - 
at first it was a way of trying to make 
sense and to cope with the desperate 
situation I’d found myself in. This 
book is an absolutely true account of 
the dark places I visited in my mind, 
how I struggled with the loss of my 
liberty and how I survived in prison. 

“Most people haven’t been to jail and 
often wonder what’s really going on 
behind those high, razor-wired walls.” 

Blake was jailed for two years at 
Birmingham Crown Court in Septem¬ 
ber 2009, for unlawful wounding and 
attempting to pervert the course of 
justice. It followed a night of violence 
at his Thai restaurant The Place 2B in 
Chester Road, Sutton Coldfield, in the 
early hours of January 25, 2009. 

Stitches 

The restaurant was hosting an 18th 
birthday party when Blake hit 17- 
year-old Greg Jones around the face 
with a patio umbrella pole. The 
teenager needed 10 stitches and was 
permanently scarred. After the attack 
Blake tried to hide the pole. 

Birmingham Crown Court heard 
that at the time of time of the attack 
up to 30 drunk people had thrown 
glasses, ashtrays and garden furni¬ 
ture at the pub. 

“I was enjoying a great TV career 
and a not-so successful restaurant 
business,” said Blake. “I had a wonder¬ 
ful girlfriend whom I was sure to 
marry soon. I had a great group of 
friends. I was living the dream, then it 
all changed in a second, everything 
gone.” 

Blake, who was also a presenter on 
Watchdog and had won a Royal Televi¬ 
sion Society Award, was sacked by the 
BBC following his conviction. He was 
released last June from Stafford 
Prison after serving nine months of 
his two-year sentence. 

Blake’s co-accused Steven Sproule, 
38, of Booths Farm Road, Great Barr, 
was jailed for 13 months after admit¬ 
ting actual bodily harm.

SANDWELL schools will be 
forced to compete against 
others across the country for 
school rebuilding cash - 
despite a bitter row with the 
Government over the axing of 
nine projects worth £138 
million. 

Education Secretary Michael 
Gove insisted the area would not 
receive special treatment. 

Scrapped 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper has launched a new protest 
against Mr Gove’s decision not to rein¬ 
state the rebuild project, due to be 
carried out under the Building 
Schools for the Future programme. 

The initiative was scrapped by Mr 
Gove last year. 

The local authority’s legal advisers 


are now arguing he failed to comply 
with a High Court ruling that he 
reconsider the project on its own 
merits before coming to a final deci¬ 
sion. 

Asked about the latest challenge, 
Mr Gove said he could not say any¬ 
thing that might prejudice legal pro¬ 
ceedings, but defended his decision. 

“We couldn’t reinstate those proj¬ 
ects at a time and in a context when 
there were other schools as well whose 
needs may be as great or greater,” said 
the minister. 

“Sandwell is an area where BSF 
was stopped, but money will be 
invested to improve the existing 
school estate. 

“So it’s not the case that there is no 
new school building in Sandwell. But 
we will have to wait before this 
process is complete so that we can 
know exactly how much investment 
can go to Sandwell or into other areas 
across the country.” 


Devolopers want to 
drop plan clause for 
‘affordable homes’ 


AFFORDABLE homes need to 
be dropped from a £1.5 million 
housing scheme in Smethwick to 
stop plans falling through, devel¬ 
opers claim. 

Future Homes Developers Ltd 
wants permission to drop the afford¬ 
able element of its plans for 18 apart¬ 
ments and parking in Suffrage Street. 

Property consultancy Harris Lamb 
claimed land values drop by two 
thirds if affordable housing has to be 
built on it and developers cannot 
borrow enough money to cover build¬ 
ing costs from lenders once values dip. 

Ray Staien, of Staien A + P, agents 
for Future Homes, said: “Developers 
have already invested a considerable 
sum in the land costs and, with the 
current financial climate, have to 
meet stringent tests with their 
lenders in order to acquire additional 
funding to support the build costs. 

“Harris Lamb identifies critical 
areas of concern in respect of land 
values set against affordable housing 
policies. It is this further constraint 
that places the schemes future in jeop¬ 
ardy of not being built within the 


three-year period and losing the 
current planning application status, 
including money already invested in 
securing the land and planning.” 

Mr Staien said that the land 
without affordable housing on it, 
according to Harris Lamb, would be 
valued at £280,000 to £300,000. 

But with the affordable housing 
commitment it would be worth 
£100,000. 

Decision 

The decision to buy the site was also 
based on the understanding that plan¬ 
ning permission would be granted 
only with a pledge for cash towards 
improvements in the Victoria Park by 
developers, Mr Staien added. 

He said: “The land was purchased 
from Sandwell Council for £395,000 in 
2008 without planning permission 
and the decision to purchase was 
based upon the content of a planning 
and development brief. 

“The document makes no reference 
to affordable housing. The scheme’s 
success now relies on removing these 
conditions.”

Asylum 

seeker 

jailed 

AN asylum seeker living in the 
Smethwick who earned more 
than £100,000 while working 
illegally has been jailed for 11 
months. 

Betty Mugambi from Rwanda was 
jailed at Birmingham Crown Court 
following an investigation by the UK 
Border Agency. 

Mugambi, aged 32, of Sabell Road, 
pocketed over £16,000 in benefits by 
pretending to be a penniless asylum 
seeker. 

The fraudster entered the UK in 

2002 and claimed asylum. Her claim 
was refused and she was barred from 
employment. She claimed to be desti¬ 
tute and received £10,199.16 in 
asylum support benefits from Febru¬ 
ary 2003 until November 2003. This 
support was stopped when her 
asylum claim was refused. 

False 

Mugambi failed to report to the UK 
Border Agency and remained in the 
country as an illegal immigrant. She 
used a false identity and false 
national insurance number to gain 
employment with Salts Healthcare in 
Aston and worked for them from June 

2003 until November 2010 earning 
£96,258.54. Mugambi also worked 
for Leonard Cheshire Disability. She 
used a false French passport and a 
false National Insurance number to 
obtain this employment and between 
April 2007 and October 2009 she 
earned £8,342.79. 

In March 2010 Mugambi told the 
UK Border Agency that she was desti¬ 
tute and received a further £6,102.65. 
She could not be removed from the 
country at that point because she 
made further representations about 
her asylum claim which the UK 
Border Agency had to consider. 

Mugambi was arrested in Novem¬ 
ber 2010 after attempting to cash a 
cheque for £1,868.12. This was a tax 
rebate following her employment 
with Salts. She used a forged driving 
licence when trying to cash the 
cheque. 

After her arrest Mugambi pleaded 
guilty to five fraud and identity 
offences. On August 30 she was sen¬ 
tenced to 11 months in custody.

Out-of-control 
dog bit and shook 
woman’s Yorkies 


TWO dogs needed hundreds of 
pounds worth of veterinary treat¬ 
ment after another dog attacked 
them in Oldbury, a court heard. 

The Staffordshire Bull Terrier called 
Rizzler grabbed two Yorkshire terriers in its 
jaws and shook them. 

But at Sandwell Magistrates Court, Dis¬ 
trict Judge Michael Wheeler decided not to 
put Rizzler down, saying his owner Daniel 
Stone had acted responsibly in the days 
after the incident. 

Katherine Sheldon had been walking her 
four Yorkshire terriers with her daughter 
and two-year-old granddaughter when the 
attack took place on waste ground at the 


rear of Palmerston Drive on February 12. 

She said she saw a large brown dog 
charge at them and pick up her smallest 
dog, Mackey, in its jaws and start to shake 
it. Rizzler then did the same with her other 
dog, BK. 

Mrs Jo Taylor, prosecuting, said Mackey 
suffered a deep wound on the chest and 
needed £1,577 worth of surgery and treat¬ 
ment while BK also suffered cuts requiring 
£204 worth of treatment. 

Police 

She said Stone did his best to separate 
the dogs and stayed at the scene after¬ 
wards. He co-operated with police. 

Unemployed father-of-two Stone, of Shel- 
bourne Close, Oldbury, 
admitted having a dog that 
was not under proper 
control. 

Mrs Bally Paul, represent¬ 
ing the 29-year-old, said her 
client did his best to keep 
Rizzler under control and 
stressed that he had kept in 
touch with Ms Sheldon after 
the attack to help. 

Mr Wheeler said it was for 
these reasons that it was not 
necessary for Rizzler to be 
put down. 

He ordered the dog be 
muzzled and kept on a lead 
when in a public place. 

He also ordered Rizzler be 
neutered. 

“The issue here is a com¬ 
plaint has been made about 
the behaviour of your 
dog,’’said Mr Wheeler. 

“Serious injuries were 
caused as a result of your 
dog’s behaviour. 

“You have been co-opera¬ 
tive throughout the proce¬ 
dure. You have dealt with it 
in a proper manner.” 

No order for costs was 
made. 


Drunk fan is 
spared ban 

AN ALBION fan has been spared a football banning 
order after admitting being drunk at The Hawthorns. 

Season ticket holder Billy Wesson, of Highfield Road, 
Cookley, near Kidderminster, was found staggering around 
the stadium and lying on the floor during Albion’s match 
against Stoke City on August 28. 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecuting, told the court that the 21- 
year-old season ticket holder was spotted by a police officer 
in the refreshment area of the ground at about 3.30pm and 
he was very drunk. 

She said: “He was on the floor and had previously been 
seen staggering out of the toilets. He was therefore arrested 
for being drunk and disorderly in a sports ground.” 

The court heard that this was the second time he had 
been arrested at the ground for the same offence. 

Miss Hale told the court that the Crown Prosecution 
Service had been considering applying for a football 
banning order for Wesson but police advised against it. 
Wesson pleaded guilty to being drunk in a sports ground. 

Mr Harmail Gill, defending, said Wesson was very 
remorseful about his behaviour. 

Magistrates sentenced Wesson to a 12 month conditional 
discharge and warned him that if it happens again he 
would not be treated so leniently. 

He was ordered to pay £85 costs.

“This is a great example of 
local councillors, businesses 
and residents working 
together for the betterment 
of the area.” 

Ward Councillor Paramjit 
Randhawa added: “This 
would not have been possible 
without the help of Stewart 
Towe.”

Judge decides

WEST Bromwich has more shops 
standing empty than almost every 
other town of a similar size in the 
country, damning figures have 
revealed. 

Only neighbouring Dudley has more 
vacant shops among medium-sized 
town centres in the UK. 

The gap between the best and worst per¬ 
forming towns is widening, a new report by 
the Local Data Company reveals. 

Impact 

One in three retails units are vacant in 
some parts of the country as the full impact 
of the recession on the High Street is 
revealed. 

The highest vacancy rates in medium¬ 
sized centres were in Dudley (29 per cent), 
then West Bromwich (28), Hartlepool and 
Dewsbury (both over 27). 

The lowest vacancy rates were in Fal¬ 


mouth in Cornwall, Walthamstow and 
Clapham Junction in London and in 
Gloucestershire town of Cirencester in the 
Cotswolds (all at 6.6 per cent). 

The figures in Dudley and West 
Bromwich are around double the national 
average of one in seven shops — or 14.3 per 
cent - remaining vacant over the past year. 

Matthew Hopkinson, Director at the 
Local Data Company, said: “The stark 
reality is that Great Britain has too many 
shops in the wrong locations and of the 
wrong size.” 

Mark Chalmers, Manager of Walter 
Smith butchers on West Bromwich High 
Street, said high end shops were needed to 
boost trade in towns by attracting back the 
shoppers. 

He added: “The shops in the town are 
dated at the moment. 

“There’s no Debenhams or Marks & 
Spencer type shops to pull people in, so 
trade has dropped off.”

“Benefit fraud is a serious 
matter. It often does carry 
an immediate inprison- 
ment.” Judge Dudley added 
that he would not send

Bascho-George admitted 
failing to notify change of cir¬ 
cumstances and making a 
false statement to obtain 
benefits. 

She was handed a six- 
week prison sentence which 
was suspended for 12 
months.

Postmistress 
jailed for theft 

A FORMER West Bromwich postmistress has been jailed for 21 
months for stealing £83,000 from the office she managed. 

Neelam Hussain, aged 23, syphoned off the money into a bogus account while in day- 
to-day charge of the post office in West Bromwich’s Farley Centre where she had worked 
for five years, a judge heard. 

She claimed she used the money to pay hospital bills of her mother-in-law in Pakistan. 
An audit in November 2009 at the post office revealed a £101,617 shortfall in the books 
and uncovered a “phantom” stock unit into which five payments totalling £83,000 had 
Neelam Hussain - jailed for been made between October 16 and November 5, 2009. 

stealing more than £80,000 Hussain tried to cover her tracks on the day of the audit by borrowing a cheque from a 

workmate, filling it out for £85,000 ana putting it in a

When that ruse failed she accused another member of 
staff who she claimed had “fitted her up.” 

Hussain admitted her guilt on the day her trial was due 
to start. 


spitting in 
police car 

A WEST Bromwich teenager was jailed for seven 
months after spitting in a police car. 

Darren Thomas Lilley was arrested in Wednesbury on 
August 26 after police had been called to reports of disor¬ 
der. 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecuting, told Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates: “When he was placed in the back of the police 
vehicle he was disruptive towards the police officers.” 

She told the court he spat on both the seats in the vehicle 
and at the handcuffs which were on his wrists. 

Miss Hale explained to the court that every time 
someone spits on police property it has to be specially 
cleaned. Both the vehicle and the cuffs had to be deep 
cleaned at a cost of £80. 

Burglary 

Miss Hale told the court that Lilley, of Lakeside Road, 
had committed the offence while subject to two community 
orders and a nine-month prison sentence for burglary 
which had been suspended for 18 months. 

Lilley admitted a damage charge and breaching his sus¬ 
pended sentence and the community orders. 

Harmail Gill, defending, asked the court not to activate 
Lilley’s suspended sentence because this was an unrelated 
offence. However, the magistrates did activate Lilley’s sus¬ 
pended sentence and sentenced him to six months of his 
suspended sentence plus a further month on top of that. 


Hospital 

Hussain, of Village Road, Aston,admitted theft at an 
earlier hearing. 

Mr Mohammed Latiff, defending, claimed that Hussain 
had used the money to pay the hospital bills for her mother- 
in-law in Pakistan, who had been injured in a motorbike 
accident. 

Derby Crown Court heard that Hussain and her solici¬ 
tors had been asked to provide evidence that this was 
where the money had gone. 

In court Mr Latiff handed Judge John Wait receipts for 
hotel rooms which Hussain said she had paid for so that her 
family could stay close to the hospital where her mother-in 
law was being treated. 

He also submitted a letter from a professor at the hospi¬ 
tal detailing the woman’s treatment. 

He did not have the hospital bills or transfer receipts for 
the money. 


Major revamp at flats 


A £4.5 million project to 
refurbish two tower blocks 
in West Bromwich has been 
completed as part of a £350 
million scheme.

The partnership began in 
2006 and has invested more 
than £350m into the 
borough’s six towns. 

The £4.5m project at Bea¬ 
conview and Wyndmill Cres¬ 
cent blocks include 
brickwork and concrete 
repairs with an external 
overcoat that features an 
insulated rendering. 

It also involved the con¬ 
struction of a ‘gull wing’ roof.

Alan’s got spex appeal 



“PEOPLE might have 
forgotten that I’m also a 
stand-up,” says come¬ 
dian Alan Carr, who 
returns to the live 
comedy circuit with 22 
arena dates including 
Birmingham NIA on 
Saturday and Sunday, 
October 1 and 2. 

The host of hugely popular 
Channel 4 chat show, Alan 
Carr: Chatty Man, and Satur¬ 
day night Radio 2 show Going 
Out with Alan Carr, is relishing 
his return to stand-up 
comedy. 

“My last show, Tooth Fairy, 
was four years ago now. If I 
were to leave a stand-up tour 
any longer, it would start to 
look like a comeback!” 

“I’m having such a great 
time at the moment, I hope 
my TV career lasts. But when 
it inevitably comes to an end, 
I’ll always have stand-up. It’s 
my safety blanket,” says the 
35-year-old entertainer who 
was raised in Northampton. 

“I love doing live comedy. 
It’s also nice to know that I 
won’t have to earn money by 
going into the jungle and 
eating crocodiles’ testicles!” 

That’s not going to happen 
anytime soon as Carr’s infec¬ 
tious brand of good-natured 
bawdy humour has won him 
a mantelpiece-endangering 
clutch of awards. 

He has picked up the Best 
Entertainment Show for Alan 
Carr: Chatty Man at the 2010 
TV Choice Awards, TRIC TV 
Personality of the Year and 
RTS Performance of the Year 
in 2009, two British Comedy 
Awards and the Variety Club 
Best TV Presenter Award in 
2008. His DVD Alan Carr 
Tooth Fairy was a number one 
best seller. 

“I have the best fans in the 
world!” he beams. “People 
are ever so nice. I get kids 
coming up wanting to hug 
me. 

“At live shows, you get 
such a warm welcome. I 
receive this tremendous 


sense of affection from the 
audience. 

“I think people enjoy the 
communal experience of 
watching comedy together. 
It’s such a buzz. Oh, I adore 
stand-up!” 

“Within reason, you can do 
whatever you want,” says the 
comic, whose autobiography, 
Look Who It Is! My Story, has 
become a best-seller, selling 
more than 350,000 copies to 
date. 

Liberating 

“There is no editing and 
you’re not hanging around for 
the ratings the next day. I 
really like the spontaneity of it 
all. You haven’t got to cut bits 
out to make sure it fits the 12 
minutes before the ads. 
That’s very liberating. 

“Hopefully people are 
laughing throughout it and 
cheering at the end.” 

The Dorset-born comedian 


currently co-hosts with 
Melanie Sykes his own 
weekly Radio 2 show, in 
which the pair often reduce 
each other to helpless fits of 
giggles. 

He expands on the sort of 
subjects he will be discussing 
in Spexy Beast. 

“The show is about things 
that have tickled me that day. 
It won’t be about tugboat, 
well, only the first five 
minutes! 

“Personal stuff always 
goes down well. I’ll talk about 
my other half and my dog. But 
in the end, it’s stand-up. It’s 
not Piers Morgan’s Life 
Stories. Thank God, I don’t 
have to burst into tears every 
few minutes! Rest assured, 
it’s an upbeat show.” 

Alan also shies away from 
any overtly political material. 
“I’ve never been political,” 
promises the comic, who with 


Justin Lee Collins fronted 
several series of the widely- 
loved Channel 4 show, The 
Friday/Sunday Night Project, 
between 2006 and 2009. 

“I recently tried to do a bit 
about the Middle East but 
people didn’t like it. 

“Ultimately, I’m just doing 
some jokes.” 

“Comedy has become so 
big now that journalists ask 
for my opinion on the 
economy. I tell them, ‘I’m just 
a stand-up comedian. I’ve no 
bloody idea!’ 

“I get tweeted by people 
saying, ‘Please, please, do a 
routine about Libya’, but 
they’re asking the wrong 
person. People overrate 
comedians. Much as I’d like 
to sort it out for them, I’m 
afraid I can’t. I half-expect 
people to hand me Gaddafi’s 
phone number and say, ‘Have 
a word, Alan!”’

The Arab Uprising was the 
best repudiation to the terrorists of September 11 2001. 

As we express our sympathy and solidarity to the families 
of all those who have lost their lives and suffered in 9/11 and 
since, let us honour their memory by rejecting the divisive 
agendas and placing our faith on our cherished values of 
global justice, freedom, and equality. We must redouble our 
efforts to achieve enduring solidarity amongst our diverse 
communities.

The smaller engine delivers the same power, torque 
and economy as its predecessor. In EU5 markets, the 
engine comes with a diesel particulate filter (DPF) to 
ensure the lowest possible levels of regulated emis¬ 
sions. 

The Defender dates back to 1948 and since then Land 
Rovers have earned a reputation as the most rugged and ver¬ 
satile off-road vehicles in the world. Since the current 
model’s introduction in 2007, an average of 25,000 Defend¬ 
ers have sold worldwide every year. Customers in over 100 
countries, including armed forces and non-government 
organisations believe the Defender’s off-road ability, durabil¬ 
ity and towing capability are head and shoulders above the 
competition. Such unique attributes explain why this leg¬ 
endary vehicle commands exceptionally high standards of 
customer loyalty. 

“The substantial improvements to the Defender in 2007 
transformed its on-road refinement and comfort whilst 
extending its legendary capability off-road for which 
Defender is synonymous,” said John Edwards, Land Rover 
global brand director. 

“With the introduction of the new 2.2-litre diesel engine 
and two option packs, the Defender for 2012 now offers 
greater customer choice than ever before.” 

The new EU5 2.2-litre diesel engine replaces the EU4 2.4- 
litre diesel which it matches for power, torque and fuel con¬ 
sumption. A full-acoustic engine cover replaces the previous 
splash cover, reducing radiated engine noise and improving 
driving refinement. Meeting EU5 regulations, the engine 
delivers lower levels of the regulated emissions, NOx, CO 
and HC thanks to an improved combustion system and 
sophisticated engine management system. 

Power 

Despite the smaller capacity and reduced emissions, the 
new engine produces the same power - 122PS@3,500rpm 
and torque, 360Nm@2,000rpm, as the outgoing 2.4-litre 
engine.

Frustration
